The  present  volume  contains  a  representative  collection  of 
documents,  which  covers  all  parts  of  Yorkshire  and  ranges  from  the 
twelfth  to  the  sixteenth  century,  as  in  the  previous  nine  volumes. 
Here  there  are  slightly  more  from  the  southern  part  of  the  county 
due  to  the  two  collections  relating  to  Tickhill  and  Hemsworth  which 
have  been  printed  through  the  kindness  of  Lord  Scarbrough  and  Lady 
Galway. 

Also  included  are  further  documents  from  the  large  Dawnay 
collection  which  cover  Snaith  and  District.  Many  from  this  series 
which  were  a  gift  to  the  Yorkshire  Archaelogical  Society  from  Dr. 
E.  Millar,  were  printed  in  the  preceding  volume,  but  the  present 
selection  is  from  transcripts  made  by  Mr.  C.  T.  Clay  from  deeds  still 
in  Dr.  Millar’s  possession.  The  Pollington  deed  illustrated  in  the 
frontispiece  is  reproduced  here  through  his  kindness. 

The  collection  of  Mr.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  now  deposited  with  the 
Y.A.S.,  supplied  an  interesting  series  from  Gristhorpe,  and  Mr. 
N.  G.  Hyde  has  also  deposited  at  Park  Place  those  documents  relating 
to  Cawton,  Polkthorpe,  etc.,  which  he  had  previously  lent  for 
transcription.  Among  these  is  an  almost  identical  duplicate  (No. 
126)  of  a  charter  already  printed  by  Mr.  Clay,  which  accounts  for 
the  different  reference  numbers.  Mr.  Clay  gives  his  example  as 
Y.A.S.  DD  65/1. 

A  further  33  deeds  from  the  Farnley  Hall  Muniments  are  printed. 
This  very  large  collection  provides  a  remarkable  example  of  the 
durability  of  such  records  despite  adverse  conditions.  They  escaped 
destruction  narrowly,  and  after  being  relegated  to  a  potting  shed 
for  many  years,  were  rescued  by  the  present  owner,  found  to  be  in 
almost  perfect  condition  and  placed  in  the  safe  custody  of  the  Y.A.S. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  there  are  many  single  documents  relating 
to  separate  places.  These  were  included  in  order  to  complete  the 
medieval  sections  of  certain  collections  not  printed  in  their  entirety 
in  earlier  volumes.  Among  them  is  the  remainder  of  the  Acaster 
Chartulay  (Nos.  1-24),  of  the  Archer-Houblon  Collection  (Nos. 
41-69) ;  Y.A.S.  Md  59/19  and  59/24,  etc.  This  completes  the  printing 
of  all  suitable  medieval  deeds  preserved  at  Park  Place  up  to  1950.

Once  again  it  is  possible  to  add  to  the  history  of  many  York¬ 
shire  manors  whose  names  may  be  found  here,  notably,  Gristhorpe, 
Farnley  (Otley),  Kirkby  Fleetham,  Pinchingthorpe  and  Farnley 
(Leeds).  The  series  relating  to  Farnley,  near  Leeds,  were  kindly 
lent  by  Mr.  G.  T.  Schofield,  and  perhaps  the  most  interesting  is 
No.  171,  where  Sir  Robert  de  Neville  transfers  all  cattle,  corn,  hay 
and  other  profits  from  all  his  lands  to  his  uncle  for  the  support  of 
Sir  Robert’s  wife  and  children,  possibly  to  provide  for  them  while 
he  was  absent  in  the  King’s  forces  in  France.  Nos.  177,  179,  186, 
187,  relate  to  certain  smithies  and  their  maintenance,  at  Farnley  and 
Tong. 

There  are  few  unusual  words  to  be  found  in  this  volume,  but 
•'soers’  is  not  common,  and  may  mean  sisters,  while  St.  Eigne  could 
be  a  curious  form  of  St.  Agnes. 

One  small  point  of  interest  may  be  noted.  No.  7  is  a  grant  from 
John  Fairfax  to  his  nephew  Richard,  not  only  of  his  manors,  lands, 
etc.,  but  also  of  the  name  and  arms  of  Malbys,  and  in  default  of  issue 
remainder  of  the  same  to  Thomas,  son  of  Robert  de  Rouclif.  Such 
grants  must  surely  spring  traps  for  the  unwary  genealogist.

1.  Grant  by  Robert  Holdebord  to  William  son  of  John  de 
Cuniggeston,  citizen  of  York,  of  the  following  annual  rents,  namely, 
1  d.  at  All  Saints  from  Robert  son  of  Gene  de  Acastre,  with  wards, 
reliefs  and  escheats  from  2\  acres  of  land  in  the  fields  of  Thorp’ 
which  he  holds  of  the  grantor;  Id.  at  All  Saints  from  John  son  of 
Agatha  de  Drengehuses  for  6  acres  of  land  in  the  fields  of  Thorp’; 
Id.  from  Slethman  of  York  at  the  Nativity  for  3  acres  of  land;  Id. 
from  Sir  John  le  Beck  at  the  Nativity  for  5  acres  of  land  and  4  acres 
of  meadow  in  the  fields  of  Thorp’;  Id.  at  Whitsuntide  from  the

Robert  the  chaplain  of  Thorp’  for  1|  acres  of  land;  \d.  from  John 
de  Sutton  and  William  the  forester,  citizens  of  York,  for  2  bovates 
of  meadow  in  the  fields  of  Thorp’ ;  to  hold  to  William,  his  heirs  and 
assigns,  with  all  appurtenances,  wards,  reliefs  and  escheats  within 
and  without  the  vill  of  Thorp’,  and  with  all  other  services,  of  the 
grantor  and  his  heirs,  freely  and  peacefully  as  held  by  the  grantor, 
and  paying  yearly  to  him  a  rose  at  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  for  all 
secular  services,  exactions  and  demands.

2.  Dec.  9,  13  Edward  III  [1339].  Indenture  whereby  Henry 
son  of  Alan  Ercedeken  of  Acastre  grants  to  William  de  Aula  of 
Scalton  and  Isabel,  his  wife,  2  tofts  and  4  acres  of  arable  land  in 
Oueracastre,  which  tenement  once  came  to  John,  the  grantor’s  brother, 
after  the  death  of  Alan,  their  father;  to  hold  to  William  and  Isabel 
for  the  term  of  their  lives  or  for  the  lifetime  of  the  survivor,  of  the 
grantor  for  the  term  of  his  life,  paying  yearly  for  the  term  of  the 
grantor’s  life,  8s.  of  silver  at  Whitsuntide  and  Martinmas  in  equal 
portions  and  performing  the  due  and  accustomed  services;  should 
the  rent  be  in  arrears  either  wholly  or  in  part  for  so  long  as  15  days, 
power  to  the  grantor  or  his  attorney  to  enter  and  distrain  on  all  the 
lands,  buildings,  goods  and  chattels  until  the  said  rent  be  paid

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doubly  to  cover  the  cost  of  damages  and  delays.  After  the  death  of 
William  and  Elizabeth  remainder  to  Henry,  son  of  Isabel,  and  his 
lawfully  begotten  heirs  for  the  term  of  the  grantor’s  life,  and  in 
default  of  issue  to  the  heirs  of  William  and  Elizabeth,  and  after  the 
grantor’s  death  reversion  to  his  heirs.

Grant  by  William  Malbys,  knt.,  and  Walter  Malbys,  son  of  Sir 
William,  to  William  del  Hall  of  Acastre,  of  2  acres  and  half  a  rood  of 
meadow  in  the  south  meadows  of  Acastre,  lying  next  to  the  meadow 
of  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Rievall’  on  the  south;  to  hold  to  William 
del  Halle  for  the  term  of  his  life.  Warranty.  Sealing  clause.  At 
Skalton.

4.  Aug.  5,  1365.  Indenture1  between  Sir  William  de  Seint 
Quintyn  and  Sir  Walter  Malbys  stating  that  whereas  Sir  Walter  has 
brought  several  suits  against  Sir  William  and  Dame  Elizabeth,  his 
wife,  in  respect  of  the  manors  of  Acastre  Malbys,  Coupmanthorp  and 
divers  other  lands  with  appurtenances  which  lately  belonged  to 
William  Malbys,  now  with  God,  which  lands  the  said  Sir  William  had 
entered  upon  by  right  heritage  of  his  wife,  believing  it  to  be  the  truth 
that  Sir  Walter  was  deceased  in  foreign  parts ;  now  it  is  agreed  that 
no  further  action  shall  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  said  suits,  which 
shall  be  delayed  (mis  en  suspense)  in  the  following  manner,  namely, 
that  they  shall  be  held  up  with  this  intent,  that  there  shall  be  no 
move  made  either  by  one  party  or  by  the  other  until  the  affair  comes 
before  Mag.  Thomas  de  Bukton  between  the  date  of  these  presents 
and  the  20th  day  of  Christmas  next  following.  And  should  it  happen 
that  during  this  time  of  peace  that  the  parties  direct  themselves, 
each  by  the  advice  and  counsels  of  their  friends,  but  without  any 
desire  for  fraudulent  delay,  to  discuss  the  cause  of  their  quarrel  in 
true  amity,  through  six  persons  speaking  on  behalf  of  each  party, 
or  by  any  other  method  the  parties  or  their  advisers  contrive,  it 
shall  be  allowed,  and  if  the  said  Mag.  Thomas  does  not  come  in  peace 
during  the  said  20  days  of  Christmas,  or  if  certain  news  comes  that 
he  cannot  appear  or  is  deceased,  then  the  parties  shall  proceed  to 
their  agreement  in  the  manner  aforesaid.  And  Sir  William  and  his 
wife  loyally  promise  a  reasonable  restitution  to  Sir  Walter  of  the 
lands  with  all  reliefs  and  whatsoever  profits  they  have  or  may  receive 
from  the  lands  entered  upon,  and  admit  without  argument,  rancour 
or  discussion  the  truth,  if  the  right  was  judged  to  be  Sir  Walter’s 
by  the  advisers  of  both  parties,  to  the  end  that  they  may  accord 
damages  as  well  as  the  lands.  And  as  there  are  many  other  lands 
also  of  the  Malbys  inheritance  which  Sir  William  had  not  entered 
upon  and  which  are  not  in  the  possession  of  Sir  Walter,  to  which 
the  said  Sir  William  and  his  wife  claim  a  similar  title,  as  well  as  to

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those  which  they  entered,  the  said  Sir  Walter  in  truth  and  honesty 
has  loyally  promised  that  he  will  make  restitution  to  Sir  William 
and  his  wife  of  all  that  he  has  received  and  taken  and  of  all  that  he 
may  receive  from  these  said  lands  and  appurtenances,  without 
argument,  rancour  or  contradiction,  if  Elizabeth’s  right  to  the  lands 
is  proved  by  the  decision  of  the  friends,  as  above  said.  And  it  is 
agreed  that  neither  party  nor  their  supporters  shall  by  any  means, 
from  any  cause  hereafter  arising,  cause  any  suit  to  be  instigated 
either  peacefully  or  otherwise,  by  persuasion,  gift  or  promise, 
against  the  other  party  without  inviting  the  other  to  a  discussion 
where  he  may  personally  or  by  his  agents  ask  and  discover  what¬ 
soever  is  necessary  for  his  information  concerning  his  rights  in  the 
matter.  Wherefore  the  said  Sir  William  and  Sir  Walter  shall  not 
institute  any  act  of  alienation  or  demise  any  or  all  of  the  said  lands 
and  tenements  once  belonging  to  William  Malbys,  in  respect  of  the 
lordship  or  in  any  matter  which  might  be  prejudicial  or  cause  damage 
to  those  who  ought  by  rightful  title  firstly  and  entirely,  to  enjoy 
the  possession  of  the  said  lordship  as  held  on  the  day  of  the  decease 
of  William  Malbys  ... 1  observe  the  truth  as  decided  by  the 
friends  of  both  parties  in  the  manner  and  form  above  written. 
And  Sir  William  and  Elizabeth  shall  not  bring  any  [action]  .  .  . 
against  Sir  Walter  relating  to  the  lands  which  Sir  Walter  occupies 
on  the  day  of  the  making  of  these  indentures  until  the  business  is 
discussed  .  .  .  good  and  reasonable  agreement,  nor  shall  anything 
be  undertaken  between  the  parties  .  .  .  within  the  said  20  days 
of  Christmas.

of  the  grantor,  by  the  service  of  a  knight’s  fee,  and  paying  yearly 
to  the  grantor  and  his  heirs,  namely,  for  the  first  six  years  after  the 
date  of  these  presents  100  marks  at  Martinmas  and  Whitsuntide  in 
equal  portions,  and  thereafter  a  rose  at  the  Nativity  of  St.  John  the 
Baptist  if  demanded,  and  performing  for  the  grantor  the  services 
due  and  accustomed  to  the  chief  lords  of  the  fee.  Should  Richard  die 
without  lawful  male  issue,  remainder  to  Thomas  son  of  Robert  de 
Rouclyf,  knt.,  and  his  lawfully  begotten  heirs  male  on  the  same  terms, 
and  in  default  of  such  issue  reversion  to  the  grantor  and  his  heirs, 
without  reservation.

For  his  part,  Peter  Merfeld  and  his  heirs  and  assigns  shall

have  granted  to  us,  for  the  defence  of  our  realm  and  the  holy  church 
of  the  same,  as  well  as  for  our  other  lands  and  places  which  by  right

John  de  Crigleston  is  not  recorded  by  Richard  Holmes  in  his 
list  of  stewards  in  Vol.  I  of  The  Pontefract  Chartulary.
